MITTEE APPOINTED. 
The call issued by the county com­ 
missioners for a mass meeting of the 
voters and taxpayers of the county 
for a conference regarding good roads 
and 
bridges met a hearty response 
this afternoon when the court house 
was tilled with men from every part 
of the county. Although no definite 
action could well be taken by a meet 
ing 
of this character, the 
interest 
taken showed that the people are 
fully alive to the importance of the 
question and will be ready to take 
hold 
or the proposition and 
build a 
fine 
system of roads in 
Pontotoc 
county. 
The meeting called to order by M. 
L. Hunt, chairman of the board of 
commissioners, who stated the object 
of the meeting, and also stated that 
not only have the commissioners no 
funds at present for the work of tm 
proving roads and building bridges, 
birt ii was not likely that they would 
be any better off during the coming 
year, and that if the people wanted 
roads they must avail themselves of 
tile provisions of the law authoriz­ 
ing the formation of road districts 
and the issuance of bond's for the 
construction of the roads. 
On motion of J. W. Davis, Joe Rush 
ing was elected chairman of the meet­ 
ing, and on motion of R. M. Roddie 
Orel M. Harper was elected secre­ 
tary. 
R. M. Roddie was called for and 
he stated the provisions of the law 
that governed the creation of the dis­ 
tricts. When 15 per cent of the voters^ 
of any projiosed district petition the 
commissioners, they must order an 
election held and if 6n per cent vote 
favorably the bonds will be issued. 
On other roads the county can work 
convicts which the state will furn­ 
ish. provided the county will feed and 
guard them. 
He was follow d by J. W. Davis 
who did not like the suggestion that 
Ada might be included in four dis­ 
tricts and thereby be called upon to 
pay four times the rate paid by out­ 
lying districts. Mr. Davis mad e tho 
plea that the laboring classes of Ada 
were poor as any farmers and he 
would object to their being raxed at 
any heavier rate. 
Short talks were made by L, C. 
Lindsey, Geo. Waldby, J no. Crawford 
and others whose names the report­ 
er was unable to secure at the time.

Progress of Lamber Trnst Probe. 
Kansas City, Mo., June 16.—After 
being in session here five days, fhe 
hearing of the state’s ouster suit 
against the alleged lumber tru^t ad­ 
journed today to reconvene in Jeffer­ 
son city, June 27. The state then will 
introduce three or four witnesses and 
rest its case. Then the defense will 
begin the 
presentation 
of 
its evi­ 
dence. 
As to Higher Prices. 
Albert Bushnell, a lumber commis­ 
sion dealer of thds city, was the only 
new witness introduced today. His 
testimony w’as that yellow pine prices 
had gone up from $10 to $20 a thou­ 
sand fet t in the last fifteen years and 
that the increases generally followed 
the issuance of price lists by the 
yellow pine manufacturers’ associa­ 
tion. 
Presents Startle*. 
Attorney W. C. Scarritt, for the de­ 
fense, introduced the last report of 
the forestry branch of the department 
of Commerce and Labor of 1909, show­ 
ing that in the last ten years other 
kinds of lumber had advanced In 
price more than had yellow pine. The 
report showed these advances: 
Hickory, 64 per cent; yellow pop­ 
lar, 81 per cent; ash, 55 per cent; 
oak, 48 per cent; cedar, 82 per cent, 
and cottonwood, 74 per cent. 
^Gorsuch Makes Denial. 
Harry' A. Gorsuch, secretary of the 
Southwestern Lumbermen’s 75^0ocia- 
tion, on cross-examination today said 
the “blue books” issued by his associ­ 
ation w'ere similar in nature to re­ 
ports sent out by mercantile agencies.

RECIPROCITY WILL 
PASS SENATE 


Washington, June 16.—The determi­ 
nation of the senate finance commit­ 
tee to push through the Canadian re­ 
ciprocity bill, and the confidence of 
senate leaders of a clear m ajority in 
favor of the bill without amendment, 
was made plain Friday when Chair­ 
man Penrose* of the committee forc­ 
ed the bill into its second reading 
and predicted its early passage. 
Consideration of the measure was 
brief, as no one was prepared to 
speak at length upon it. Before the 
senate assembled senator Penrose had 
given out a formal statement, claim­ 
ing sixty votes in favor of the jms- 
sage of the bill and more than that 
many votes against the Root amend­ 
ment, which affects the im lunation 
of pulp wood and paper. 
In reply to question from Senator 
Gallinger, Chairman Penrose said he 
believed no speeches would be^ready 
before next week. He had found, he 
said that few of the friends of pre­ 
ferred to vote as quickly as possible. 
The opponents of the measure, he 
said, wanted more time to prepare 
their arguments.
